One of the most important items of 
business 
that will come 
before tho

night will be a petition asking for the 
repeal of the 
ordinance 
which has 
been in force for many years prohib­ 
iting the erection of frame residences, 
stables and other buildings larger than 
small chicken houses in the built up 
sections of the town. The matter has 
been discussed 
by the 
Chamber of 
Commerce and 
it is 
through 
their 
efforts that the appeal to the Council 
is being made. 


It is the contention of those direct­ 
ing the effort 
that building activities 
have been greatly hampered here be­ 
cause of the present ordinance requir­ 
ing brick, stone, or other fire proof 
materia! be used in the construction of 
buildings. 
It is understood that many 
members of the 
Council 
look 
v itll 
favor upon the repeal of the ordinance 
and that they have already planned 
an ordinance to take the place of the 
one now in force. 


It is probable thai a “fire zone'* will 
be established running two blocks in 
every direction from the Square 
and 
an ordinance 
adopted 
requiring 
all 
dwellings l«e equipped with fire proof 
loofs. 


Inadequate housing facilities has for 
several years bern a problem but dur­ 
ing the present year the situation has 
become more serious and it is general 
ly believed something 
must be 
done 
quickly if the fam ilies that desire to 
come here are cared for.

even more serious than it is now 
An organization

erection just as rapidly as possible 
If the plans of the organization ma­
